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HOW MUCH TO APPLY:

For Kentucky bluegrass, bentgrass, bahiagrass, centipedegrass, fescues, perennial ryegrass,
bermudagrass, and zoysiagrass: Apply 1.5 to 2.0 pounds of product per 1,000 square feet of turfgrass.
